That there fhould be the leaft Complaint upon any of 
thefe Heads, is amazing ; as there are fo many Perfons to 
whom the Care of our Navy is peculiarly entrufted: But 
that there are fuch Complaints, and the Caufes of thoie 













































































Complaints exifling, is as apparent as Day-light; and, if 
feven C-—/i—rs of 4 -y, aflited by feven of the 
N—-y, and as many of the V-——1ll——g, are cither not 
able, or not willing, to remedy thefe Evils, it is then in- 
cumbent upon, and worthy of, our Reprefentatives to take 
Cognizance of it. 

Amonpft the many Grievances, under which the Navy 
may labour at prefent, no one calls louder for Redrefs than 
bad ViGualiing ; if that fhou!d be really the Cafe, the ill 
Confequence of it to the Nation is hardly within the Com- 
pafs of Computation: From the Badnels of Provifians, a 
Proverb nas taken Rife among our Seamen, That the 
Navy is much better Mann'd than Viuall’d. Itis a fun- 
damental Point, and requires narrow Infpe€tion into it; for 
tho’ our Fleets be ever fo well Rigg'd or Mann‘d, yet, un- 
lefs the Provifions be good, cvholejome, and fitting for the 
Service defign’d, the Men mut of Courfe become weak 
and fickly; and more, perhaps, die in their [amzo-ds, 
dnring a Month's Cruize, than would be loft in an Engage- 
ment of eight-and- forty Hours Continuance. 

This Evil requires the fpeedier Remedy, as it has been 
already, and may again be, prodnctive of a grea:cr; for 
if we may give Credit to the Report of our Sailors, who 
generally fpeak plain, tho’ blunt Truths, the real Caufe 
of Admiral M—s—x’s not being able to engage the Squa- 
dron under Monf. @’ dnville, when it faile’ from Bref, 
was owing to the Sicknefs of his Men; which, if it thould 
turn out to proceed from the Badnefs of their Provifions, 
would be a moft terrible Abufe; and this is fo far from 
being an id's Suggeftion of the Seamen, that, in a great 
Meaiure, it appears evident by the large Returns Mr. 
M——n's Squadron made to a grtain Ol—ce at coming 
Home. 

What need farther Pnflances ?—Is it not faid, that every 
Ship in the Navy has complain’d of this very Grievance for 
fome Years pait? — But who regards the Grumbjing of a 
wretched Sailor ? —— or what Advocate has a poor Jar ?— 
And as to the Officers, their Food being diffrent from 
the common Men, it is enough for them to make proper 
Return of the bad Provifions for better, or perhaps worfe, 
without feeking or applying any farther. Comm rs 
and Sea Officers are frequently nearly related, and a Friend 
at fome Boards is often as good as a Friend at Court ; —— 
which, according to the old Adage,— is better than Money 
iu the Purfe. 

However we may be juggled or deceived by Cors—J—rs 
and Com——nd—rs, neverthelefs, as it isin the Power of 
our Reprefentatives, We make no Doubt but it is in their 
Inclination too, to come at the Truth; therefore hope to 
fec them zealoufly fet about it. Accounts of the Re- 
turns of bad Provifions, and of what were condemn’d upon 
Survefs as unferviceable, may be called for, which if not 
falfificd, when compared with the Liils of the fick and 
dead Men, mutt give a great Light into this Affair 
It is natural for the Hollanders to have a ftrit Eye on the 
State and Prefervation of their Dykes, in order to prevent 
an Inundation of Salt Water, which muit inevitably de- 
ftroy them. And why fhould it not be as natural for us, 
to have a conftant Regard to the State and Prefervotion of 
our Navy, whofe wooden Walls have fo often detended, 
and prefery'd us frum being overwhelm’d by Tyranay and 
Arbitrary Power at Home, and Romi Invafions from 
Abroad ; altogether as deitruclive to us, as the Ovei flawing 
of the Sea would be to the Hollanders ? 

But moreover; befides the Noice of Nature, —~ the 
Didtates of Reafon,—— and the Cries of the Opprefied, -— 
doth not his Majeity, in his moft gracious Speech fiom the 
Throne, aflure us, ‘That he is refolved, with the Afiuiance 
of Parliament, to carry on the War vigoroufly, boil. by 
Sca and Land, in cafe that a lafling Peace cannot b. ob 
tained this Winter? And how can we fecond his May 
good Intentions better, than by enquiring into the St.te ut 
the Navy, and putting it into better Order than heretoto: 

































































































It is from the Element that we miaft expect to gather 
Vafting Laurels; where we may appear and give the de- 
cifive Blow, much fooner than Armies on the Continent 
can take the Field. May we then not hope our worthy 
Reprefentatives will {peedily take the State of the Navy 
into Cofideration? ‘That our Fleets may once more keep 
the Enemy in Awe, ftrike Terror into the very Heart of 
France, and make Great Britain, as formerly, the Ar- 
bitrets of Europe.

Witelhall, December 5. This Morniug arrived at his 
Grace the Duke of Newcaflle’s Office, one of his Ma- 
jefty’s Mcflengers, with Difpatches from Mr. Vilettes, his 
Muajefty’s Minifter at the Court of the King of Sardinia, 
containing the following Advices. 

Nice, December 1, N.S. The Paffage of the Var 
was attempted and exccuted with the greateft Succefs Yef- 
terday Morning. ‘The whole Army marched in fix Co- 
iumns, five of infantry tothe Right, and one of Cavalry 
to the Left. The Body that was the moft to the Right, 
was defign’d to be the Van Guard, and by paffing the 
appermott Purt of the River, to take the few Poits of the 
Koenty in their lank ; upon which, their making a 
Signal, the other Columns were to advanc®, and march 
thro’ the Water, each of them led by Peafants, who were 
acquainted with the Fording Places. 

jeneral Brown {eeing broad Day-light coming on 
a-pace, before'the Body of the Righthad p:ffed, ordered 
the Signal to be given from the Wing on the Left, and be- 
gan to fire very brifkly with his Cannon, which was ad- 
mirably potted in the Village of St, Laurent, and a ftrong 
Redoute the French had at the Entrance of it 








Upon this, the Croatians and Lycanians, with 12 Com- 
paniesof Grenadiers, in the Columa commanded by Gen. 
Petazzi, entered the River, and bravely waded thro’ it, 
tho’ very deep and rapid in fome Places; in which they | 
were feconded by the Liuffurs and the Cavairy. 

Upon their Approach tothe other Side, the French in 
the Redoute fired fome hundred Shot ; but upon feeing 
the Huflars ron up the Bank on thcir Left, to take them in 
the Rear, they left the Redoute, aud fled with the utmott 
Precipitation 

Our Grenadiers pufhed forward, and not only fecured 
the Redoute, but likewife got on the Mountain, where 
they took Poft, while the Croatians, Huffars,. and other 
Irregulars, purfued the Enemy on the Road to Cagne. 
Upon General Brown’s getting over, he difpofed of the 
Head of his Cavalry fo as to maintain the Ground he had 
gained, and then haftened to the Right, in his Way to 
which, he heard General Novati had paffed and fecured 
all the Pofts on that Side, and that the other Colomns 


| were pafling in good Order and with little or no Oppo- , 
| fition, the Fire being but very inconfiderable. 


We had 
about 30 or 40 Men drowned in the Paffage ; and it is not 
thought the Number of the Killed: and Wounded can 
amount to fo many. 

Vice Admiral Medley being arrived on the 29th of 





November, N.S. in Villa Franca Hafbour, and having 


| in purfuance of a Plan fettled between him and the Au- 


ftrian General, ordered the Pacenix, Terrible Sloop, and

On Monday the 28th pait, an Officer arrived here, dif- 
patched from the Count la Mante, who commanded the 
Blockade of Tortona, with an Account, That all the 
Conditions relating to the Surrender of that Place into his 
Hands, having been finally adjutted and fettled with the 
Spanifh Governor, he had retaken Poffeffion of it in the 
Name of the King of Sardinia. 

Amfterdam, Dec. 13, N.S. By Letters from France of 
the gth Inftant, we have an Account, that a Frigate call'd 
La Renomee, belonging to the Squadron under the Duke 
D’Anville, was arrived at l’Orient ; and that two French 
Ships were come into Rochefort from China ; a Third, 
which failed from thence along with them, having been 
loft in the Voyrge home, and only 50 Men faved. Befides 
the 20 Bottalions, which were arrived in Provence, 23 Bat- 
talions more, and zoSquadrons, were expected there foon, 
and zs other Battalions were fard to be upon their March 
thro’ Burgundy, in order to join Marfhal Belleifle. 

Hague, Dec. 13. N.S. By our Advices from Aix, Mar- 
fal Belleifle, who arrived there upon the 27th pait, {et out 
from thence for Marfailles upon the 28th, and propofed 
to be at ‘Toulon upon the 1ft Inftant, N. S. in order to 
vifit the Fortifications upon the Coafts. Great Preparations 
were making to ftop the Progrefs of the Auftrians upon 
their Paflage of the Var. Letters from Liege of the 9th In- 
ftant mention, thata Detachment of French ‘Troops had 
taken Poft at Dinant, and were fortifying the Head of the 
Bridge there. And it is written from Bruffels the 12th, 
that the greateit Part of the French Militia had been in- 
corporated into their different Regiments in the Regular 
Troops.

for capital Offenecs. ; 

On Saturday aft fourteen Prifoners were tried at the 
Old Baily, three of whom were capitally convitted, viz 
Richard Clay, above-mentioned, (who was an Accomplice 
with James Stanfbury, fome ‘Time fince executed, and 
Samuel Mecum, now under Sentence of Death 3) and John 
Matthews, for breaking open the Dwelling-Houle of Mr. 
Francis Milfon at the Green Man in Whitechapel, and 
ftealing feveral Things of Value ; and Peter de la Fontaine, 
for publithing a forged Note knowing it to be fo: He was 
tried m Sir Robert Willimoi’s Mayoralty for Bigamy, and 
burnt in the Hand. Six were caft for Tranfportation, and 
five acquitted : Among the latter was Mary Johnfon, other- 
wife Subley, otherwile Barker, who was tried on two In- 
diments tor Felony. — It appeared, that thefe Profecu- 
ticns were fet on Foot by her Hufband, who is a Cook to 
a Perfon of Diftinétion, with a Defign (as he had declared) 
to tranfport her -—‘T'he Court, in order to juftify her Cha- 
rer, which was very good, granted her “a Copy of the 
laft Indi&ment. 

Monday twenty-one Prifoners were tried, ten whereof 
were caft for Tranfportation, and eleven acquitted. 

Tuefday Morning four Prifoners were tried; three of 
whom were caft for Tranfportation, and one Acquitted.

BOUT Eight o’Clock in the Morning, two Troops 

of Life Guards and one Troop of Horte-Grenadiers, 
maich'd thro’ the City for Little Tower-Hill to attend the 
Fxecution, where they were joined by a Battalion of the 
Foot-Guards, great part of whom lined the Way from the 
Tower-Wharf Gate, near Iron-Gate, and the reft fur- 
rounded the Scaffold. At Ten o'Clock, the Block with a 
Cufhion, both covered with Black, were fix'd on the Stage, 
and foon after Mr. Ratcliffc’s Coffin, cover'd with black 
Velvet, with cight Handles and Nails gilt with Gold, but 
no Plate or Infcription on it. Near Eleven, Meff. Alder- 
men Winterbottom and Alfop, the prefent Sheriffs, with 
their Deputies and Officers, view'd the Place of Execution, 
and, having made the neceflary Regulations, went witha 
Party of Foot to demand the Prifoner of the Governor of 
the Tower ; being delivered, he was brought in a Coach, 
and conduéted into a {mall Apartment, lined with Mourn- 
ing, ereéted at the Foot of the Scaffold for his Reception : 
Here he fpent about half an Hour in Devotion, and then 
preceded by the Sheriffs, the Divine that attended him, 
and fome Gentlemen his Fricnds, he afeended the Scaffold 
about ten Minntes before Twelve. He was drefs’d in Scar- 
let, fac’d with black Velvet and trimm’d with Gold, a 
Buff. colour’d Wailtcoat, and a white Feather in his Hat: 
He took Leave of his Friends with great Serenity of Mind, 
and, having fpoke a few Words to the Executioner and 
put on a Damafk Cap, knelt down to Prayers, and conti- 
nued fo about feven Minutes, all the Attendants joining 
with him. Prayers over, he pu!l'd off his Cloaths, and, 
having fitted his Face to the Block, gave the Executioner 
Ten Guineas, and dire€ted him not to wait for any Signal, 
but to ftrike as foon as his Head was on the Block, which 
was accordingly done, and his Head fever'd from his Body 
at one Blow: He was put into his Coffin, and immediately 
carried back to the Tower, from whence on Wedneiday 
laft he was convey’d out of Town, at the Requeft of pis 
Lady, (who arriv’d here on Tuefday laft from abroad) in 
order to be interi’d in Northumberiand. 

He was defcended from Charles the Second by an il _le- 
timate Line,and was Brother to the late Earl of Derwent 
water. He was married to the Lady Newburgh, Reliét of 
Levingfton Lord Newburgh of the Kingdom of Scotiand, 
by whom he had a Son, who was lately Prifoner with him 
in the Tower of London, but fet at Liberty. 

Mr. Ratcliffe was arraign’d at Wellminiter, May 8, 1716, 
for High Treaion, and pleaded not guilty ; on the 18th of 
May following, he was brought to the fame Place again, 
and after a fhort Trial found guilty, and on the rith of 
December in the fame Year, he made his Efcape out of 
Newgate. He refided abroad till the Year 1735, when he 
came over to England incognito, to tranfaét fome private 
Affairs, but fhortly returncd to France, where he continu’d 
till the breaking out of the late Rebellion, when actuated 
by his miftaken Principles, he determin’d to join it, and 
engag’d as a Volunteer in Fitz’s James's Horfe, but in_ his 
Paffage the Ship wa taken, which put an End to his Pro- 
je€t, and that to his Life. ; 

We are not acquainted with the Memoirs of this Gentle- 
man’s private Life, but are told, he had the Efteem of his 
Acquaintance, and, if divefted of the political Delufions 
his Education had fix’d in him, was a Chara&ter worthy 
Encomium: He wes an indulgent Hufband and a tender 
Father, a zealous Friend and a focial Companion : Thefe 
were the Qualities faid to have adorn'd him in private Life ; 
“twere to be wifh’d then his public one had not fully’d 
them ! — but "tis ungencrous to rake in the Athes of the 
Dead; he has difchary’d the Debt his Guilt had involv'd 
him in.

ried to Sea with them 1700 Sick Meng and about 25 
Days fince they burned a 54 Gun Ship of their own, and 
feveral Tranfport Ships, not having Men to carry them 
Home.—In fhort, they departed from the Coait in a 
moft melancholly Condition. Of all the Ships that failed 
from France to this Coat, only fix of the Line arrived, 
with 36 Tranfports and Frigates, making in all 42 Sail. 
—This Account you may depend on, for it is confirm'd 
by Capt. Hugh Scott of this Garrifon who was ient

They behaved with great Politenefs, and made 
him a Pre‘ent of a good Sloop, in which he arrived here.
